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/^NLY  THE  passage  of  time  leads  me  to  write  to  you  concerning  the  question 
^-^  of  my  future  at  Ohio  University. 

On  June  5,  1948,  upon  my  personal  recommendation  our  trustees  approved 
the  following  retirement  regulations: 

"Administrative  officers  will  include  the  president,  deans,  directors,  business 
manager,  treasurer,  heads  of  departments,  and  all  others  ordinarily  considered 
as  administrative  officers. 

"The  retirement  age  from  their  administrative  duties  will  be  65.  Exception  to 
this  rule  will  only  be  permitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  president  and 
approval  of  the  trustees." 

On  October  21,  1960,  I  will  reach  the  age  of  65,  and  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  trustees"  action  twelve  years  ago,  I  should  retire  on  July  1,  1961. 
Those  who  know  me  well,  as  most  of  you  do,  will  not  be  surprised  when  I 
announce  at  this  time  that  Mrs.  Baker  and  I  feel  we  should  retire  on  schedule. 

One  year  ago  I  brought  this  to  the  attention  of  our  trustees,  and  we  agreed 
that  no  public  announcement  should  be  made  until  after  the  May,  1960,  trustees' 
meeting.  I  discussed  this  recentlv  with  the  trustees  and  they  approved  my  making 
a  statement  to  you  at  this  time. 

They  urged  me  to  continue  on  a  year  to  year  basis,  and  I  appreciated  this 
as  I  did  a  letter  presented  to  me  by  the  Faculty  Adxisoiy  Council  on  May   16. 

Mrs.  Baker  and  I  are  not  retiring  because  of  poor  health,  unhappiness,  lack 
of  opportunity,  nor  the  "lure  of  distant  fields  which  might  seem  greener."  Exactly 
the  opposite  is  true.  We  are  both  well  and  happy  and  believe  that  greater 
opportunity  lies  ahead  for  Ohio  University  than  we  ever  dreamed  when  we  came 
here  in  1945.  We  have  no  definite  plans  for  the  future  and  will  leave  with  sadness 
because  it  will  be  the  end  of  the  most  enjoyable  and  productive  period  of  our  lives. 
We  do  not  plan  to  break  with  our  friends  or  Ohio  University;  this  would  be  an 
impossibility.  You,  Ohio,  and  Ohio  University  will  always  have  our  deep  interest 
and  will  have  our  prayers  for  great  success  at  all  times.  We  shall  observe  the 
University  retirement  regulations  regarding  administrators  because  they  are  fair 
and  may  serve  the  University  well  in  the  future. 

The  trustees  also  approved  a  plan  for  the  selection  of  a  new  President. 
Mr.  Joseph  Hall  ordinarily  would  have  been  elected  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
TiTJStees  by  precedent,  but  because  he  is  not  an  alumnus  urged  that  an  alumnus 
be  chosen.  Mr.  Fred  Johnson  was  therefore  elected  chairman.  It  was  voted  to 
establish  a  committee  of  five  to  recommend  the  selection  of  the  new  President. 
This  committee  will  include  three  trustees,  a  faculty  member,  and  the  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association.  Professor  Amos  Anderson  was  unanimously  selected 
by  the  trustees  to  be  the  faculty  representative.  Both  the  faculty  representative 
and  the  president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  if  they  desire  and  it  is  deemed  wise, 
may  establish  subsidiary  faculty  and  alumni  committees  to  assist  in  the  selection  of 
a  new  President.  These  committees  will  report  to  the  trustees  through  their 
respective  representatives.  This  action  of  the  tmstees  will  insure  that  all  interested 
groups  are  well  represented.  The  final  decision  of  course  will  rest  with  the  trustees 
of  the  University. 

This  letter  is  in  no  sense  a  farewell;  it's  merely  breaking  the  news  of  "my  age" 
and  what  it  means.  When  I  do  say  "goodbye"  at  the  end  of  next  year  there  are 
many  things  on  which  I  Want  to  comment  but  none  so  important  as  many,  many 
thanks  for  all  of  your  kindnesses  to  us  and  your  understanding  since   1945.

Ohio   University's   President  announces   plans  to   retire 
at  the  conclusion   of  the    1960-61    school   year. 


/^N  MAY  24  Ohio  Univt-rsity  President  John  C.  Bai<er 
^""^  stood  before  faciihy  gathered  for  a  regular  meeting  in 
Ewing  Auditorium.  As  presiding  officer  he  conducted  rou- 
tine business  brought  about  by  the  end  of  another  schtx)] 
vear.  Then  he  put  on  his  glasses,  placed  a  long  sheet  ol 
paper  on  the  speaker's  stand,  and  read  the  official  letter 
appearing  on  the  opposite  page. 

Although  the  announcement  gives  rise  to  immediate 
thoughts  of  retrospection,  it  by  no  means  heralds  the  end  of 
Dr.  John  Baker's  role  in  the  progress  of  Ohio  University. 
Even  as  he  begins  his  final  year  as  president,  the  Uni\'ersit\' 
is  beginning  new  ventures  that  have  been  part  of  his  visioi' 
into  the  future.  Ground  will  be  broken  in  the  fall  for  the 
beginning  of  a  West  Green  to  someday  be  the  equal  of  the 
East  Green  doiTnitory  area.  Academic  steps  leading  to  more 
Ph.D.  programs  are  being  fashioned,  and  undergraduate 
curricula   are   being  expanded. 

But  those  who  have  been  fondly  associated  with  the 
Uni\ersity — alumni,  students,  faculty,  trustees  and  friends — 
can  not  help  but  reflect  upon  the  past  15  years  of 
accomplishment. 

Under  Dr.  Baker's  leadership,  Ohio  University  has 
experienced  its  greatest  growth  in  history.  Among  the  mosi 
notable  achievements  was  the  inauguration  of  a  doctoial 
program  that  has  grown  to  include  Ph.D.  degrees  in  four 
academic  areai.  They  are  chemistry,  physics,  education  and 
speech. 

E\ery  college  of  the  University  has  received  at  least 
one  new  major  classroom  building  during  Dr.  Baker's  ad- 
ministration. These,  together  with  14  new  dormitories,  a 
Health  Center,  Student  Center,  physical  education  buildings 
and  auxiliary  structures,  ha\e  completely  altered  the  face  of 
the  campus. 

Enrollment  has  grown  from  1500  in  1945,  to  an 
estimated  8000  for  the  coming  semester.  Highest  enrollment 
before  Dr.  Baker  came  to  Ohio  University  was  3501,  in  1940. 

In  addition,  the  University  has  organiz,.'d  a  branch 
program  that  now  enrolls  some  2500  students  in  Lancaster, 
Zanesvillc,  Portsmouth,  Chillicothe,  fronton  and  Martins 
Ferry. 

An  interest  in  international  affairs  has  taken  Dr.  Baker 
three  times  to  Geneva,  Switzerland,  as  U.S.  representative 
to  the  Economic  and  Social  Council  of  the  United  Nations 
He  has  also  visited  India,  Egypt,  Pakistan,  Lebanon  and 
Yugoslavia  in  conjunction  with  his  U.  N.  and  State  Depart- 
ment assignments. 


During  the  summer  of  1958,  Dr.  Baker  and  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin C;.  Willis  of  Chicago,  traveled  to  Cambodia  to  conduct 
an  educational  survey  for  the  State  Department's  Interna- 
tional Cooperation  Administration.  The  following  year  Dr. 
Baker   made   a   similar  trip   for   I.C.A.   to  Colombia. 

All  of  these  assignments  have  expanded  the  prestige  of 
the  growing  University  and  have  resulted  in  campus  visits 
by  many  of  the  world's  outstanding  diplomats. 

After  heading  an  Ohio  Commission  on  Education  Be- 
yond the  High  School,  Dr.  Baker  last  fall  was  named  to  an 
Interim  Commission  instituted  by  Gov.  Michael  V.  DiSalle. 

Equally  important  has  been  the  personal  attention  Ohio 
University's  president  has  given  to  the  strengthening  of  the 
bonds  between  alumni  and  their  University.  Initiation  of 
alumni  representation  at  policy  making  levels,  and  in- 
creased University  support  of  akmmi  acti\'ities  are  manifes- 
tations of  this  interest. 

And  it  is  typical  of  Dr.  John  Baker  that  the  year  ahead 
holds  the  promise  of  new  horizons  in  the  future  of  the 
Uni\ersitv.

"X  ^UCH  OF  THE  optimism  toward  Nigeria's  future  as 
•^  an  independent  nation  stems  from  the  importance 
her  people  place  on  education.  This  fact  was  brought  into 
sharp  focus  when  Ohio  University  President  John  C.  Baker 
and  Dean  of  Education  F,  N.  Hamblin  visited  the  country's 
Western  Region  in  April. 

Before  leaving  Athens,  the  two  OU  administrators  pre- 
pared a  detailed  agenda  for  the  inspection  of  programs  be- 
ing carried  out  in  both  the  Western  and  Eastern  Regions. 
While  in  Ibadan,  capital  of  the  Western  Region,  they  would 
study  progress  made  in  the  first  two  years  of  a  teacher- 
training  project  directed  by  OU.  They  also  planned  to  pre- 
sent degrees  to  Andrew  Odunsi  and  John  Sokoya,  Nigerian 
members  of  the  project  who  attended  Ohio  University  last 
year. 

What  they  did  not  expect  was  the  enthusiasm  sparked 
by  the  first  granting  of  OU  degrees  on  foreign  soil. 

Starting  with  a  few  invitations,  the  episode  mushroomed 
rapidly  into  a  ceremony,  described  by  Dean  Hamblin  as 
"magnificently  African,  with  American  overtones". 

Faculty  members,  special  guests,  students,  and  faculty 
of  the  training  center,  operated  jointly  by  OU  and  the 
Western  Region's  Ministiy  of  Education,  joined  in  the  color- 
ful graduation. 

When  the  time  came  to  grant  degrees,  a  tribal  chief 
and  cultural  expert,  Timi  of  Ede,  stood  before  the  crowd 
on  the  Center's  athletic  field.  On  his  signal,  a  tribesman 
beat  vigorously  on  one  of  the  "talking  drums  of  Yoruba.'' 
Immediately  another  Yoruba  tribesman  appeared  from  a  dis- 
tant grove  of  trees,  walked  to  a  large  boa-constrictor  brief- 
case, and  took  out  the  degrees. 

There  was  no  doubt  that  instructions  had  been  interpre- 
ted from  the  drum,  since  the  message  was  whispered  to  Timi 
of  Ede  by  Dean  Hamblin,  then  relayed  immediately  to  the 
drummer. 

In  the  major  address  of  the  afternoon.  President  Baker 
said  "The  objective  of  our  mission,  supported  by  the  Inter- 
national  Cooperation   Commission,   is  not  to  make  you  in 


our  likeness  or  to  encourage  you  to  adopt  our  education 
policies,  because  we  are  far  from  perfect.  We  want,  rather, 
to  help  you  build  your  own  policies  and  to  establish  at  this 
time  in  your  history  a  kind  of  education  which  will  serve 
all  of  your  people  best." 

The  graduation  program  proved  to  be  the  highlight 
of  the  trip,  although  the  entire  reception  from  the  press, 
radio  and  top  Region  officials  was  overwhelniing. 

When  they  returned  to  Athens,  both  OU  administrators 
expressed  delight  over  the  progress  they  had  seen.  Describ- 
ing reciprocal  benefits  of  the  project,  which  will  enter  its 
third  year  this  fall,  President  Baker  said: 

"We  feel  that  we  are  doing  a  real  service  in  the  march 
toward  better  world  education  and  for  the  people  of  Nigeria. 
And  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  experience  is  doing  a 
great  deal  for  Ohio  University.  Not  only  is  it  widening  the 
Uni\ersity's  perifery  of  influence,  but  it  is  affording  a  tre- 
mendous opportunity  for  our  faculty.  Those  who  are  return- 
ing after  two  years  at  the  training  centers  tell  me  they  feel 
a  new  enthusiasm  for  their  work  as  teachers.  Through  regu- 
lar changes  in  the  staff  in  Ibadan,  many  other  Ohio  Uni\er- 
sity  faculty  men  and  women  will  be  able  to  gain  this 
experience  on  one  of  the  world's  most  vital  frontiers  of 
education."' 

Nigerian  sentiments  were  put  forth  in  an  official  wel- 
come from  students  to  the  President  and  Dean.  It  said,  in 
part : 

"Your  visit  indicates  further  the  great  and  genuine  in- 
terest the  United  States  Government  has,  not  only  in  this 
unique  project,  but  in  Nigeria  as  a  whole.  It  will  indeed 
inspire  much  confidence  in  the  students  and  the  members 
of  the  faculty  on  the  course,  and  will  undoubtedly  strengthen 
the  existing  good  relationship  between  the  two  governments. 

"In  fact,  the  successful  operation  of  this  project  on  a 
partnership  basis  by  your  government  and  the  Western 
Regional  Government  is  a  sure  indication  that  our  two 
governments  can  mutually  live  and  work  together  to  achieve 
great  things."

"P  ETIREMENT  FOR  Dr.  R.  L.  Morton,  professor  of 
■*-^  education  at  Ohio  University  for  42  years,  will  not 
mean  he  will  have  any  large  amount  of  free  time  on  his 
hands.  For  Dr.  Morton  has  always  been  an  extremely 
active  person,  who  is  possibly  the  most  widely  published 
professor  Ohio  University  has  ever  had  on  the  staff. 

More  than  500,000  teachers,  many  of  them  Ohio 
University  educators,  have  been  exposed  to  the  Morton 
methods  of  teaching  arithmetic.  This  figure  is  magnified  by 
the  more  than  35,000,000  elementary  school  pupils  who 
have  used  the  Making  Sure  of  Arithmetic  texts. 

Senior  author  of  the  five  who  write  the  arithmetic 
texts  for  grades  one  through  eight.  Dr.  Morton  will  be  busy 
in  the  coming  months  working  on  the  fifth  edition  of  the 
textbooks.  The  series  includes  the  text  for  the  student,  a 
text  for  the  teacher  and  work  books. 

The  latest  list  of  Dr.  Morton's  publications  contains  314 
items;  this  list  includes  books  and  numerous  articles.  In 
addition  to  his  classroom  duties  and  writings,  Dr.  Morton 
is  active  in  nine  national  professional  associations,  and  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  Sigma  Xi,  national  science  fraternity  and  Phi 
Delta  Kappa,  education  honor  fraternity. 

Traveling  has  always  been  somewhat  of  a  hobby  with 
this  education  professor.  He  pointed  out  that  his  hobby 
provides  material  that  he  can  use  in  writing  problems  for 


his  texts.  Dr.  Morton  makes  almost  all  his  trips  by  air- 
plane and  gathers  information  from  the  airline  personnel. 
He  has  related  aviation  to  various  topics  in  his  texts. 

As  of  1959,  Dr.  Morton  has  logged  approximately 
252,000  miles  by  air.  He  is  a  member  of  six  national  airline 
special  clubs  for  persons  who  have  accumulated  a  large 
number  of  flying  hours  with  the  respective  airlines. 

Dr.  Morton  has  made  seven  trans-atlantic  flights,  four 
by  jet,  and  this  summer  will  make  a  12-day  trip  to  the 
various  cities  in  Russia.  He  had  been  in  each  of  the  50 
states  at  least  three  times  and  has  made  extensive  tours  to 
South  America,  Europe,  Asia  and  Australia. 

About  the  only  alteration  in  Dr.  Morton's  plans  after 
retirement  will  be  that  he  will  not  be  on  such  a  tight  sched- 
ule. "I  still  have  a  lot  to  do,"  said  Dr.  Morton. 

In  1913  Dr.  Morton  received  his  BSEd  from  Ohio  U. 
and  then  obtained  his  masters  and  doctorate  degrees  from 
Ohio  State.  He  began  college  teaching  at  Ohio  U.  In  1918 
as  an  extension  professor  after  teaching  in  the  summer 
sessions  of  1916  and  1917. 

Up  until  her  death  in  1956,  Mrs.  Morton  (Ella  Jean 
.^dams,  '14)  traveled  with  her  husband.  His  daughter, 
Mary  Morton  Kadison,  '36,  lives  in  Worthington,  and  his 
other  daughter,  Jean  Morton  Webb.  36.  died  recently.

"pOR    1.'5   ^■EAI\S   Ohio   LJiiivcisily's  "woman   in  white" 
has  spent   countless   hours  making  Ohio   U.   students' 
lives  healthier  and  happier. 

Dr.  Eleanora  L.  Schmidt  has  been  in  student  health 
service  since  she  finished  her  internships  31  years  ago.  Her 
first  position  was  as  physician  and  teacher  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oklahoma. 

When  Dr.  Schmidt  became  director  of  the  Hudson 
Health  Center  in  1955,  she  assumed  the  duties  of  man- 
aging a  staff  of  three  physicians,  11  registered  nurses,  one 
laboratoiy  technologist  and  an  X-ray  technician. 

This  administrative  post  did  not  keep  Dr.  Schmidt 
away  from  the  students,  liowever,  for  she  continued  to 
see  patients  and  Irequently  consulted  with  the  other  doctors 
on  cases.  A  very  large  part  of  Dr.  Schmidt's  work  was  the 
time  spent  coimseling  with  students.  Frequently  she  would 
stay  lono  nftei-  the  offices  were  closed  to  talk  with  a  student. 

Up  until  last  year  the  Health  Center  Director  was 
an  avid  gardener.  She  would  arise  early  each  day  and 
work  in  her  vegetable  and  flower  gardens  before  coming 
to  work.  Someone  once  said  to  Dr.  Schmidt  that  when 
she  decided  to  be  a  doctor  it  was  medicine's  gain  and 
farming's  loss. 

During  Dr.  Schmidt's  tenure,  the  Health  Center  has 
imdergone  many  advancements.  Just  this  year  a  new  ex- 
cuse policy,  issuing  excuses  to  only  in-patients,  went  into 
effect.  This  policy  places  more  responsibility  on  the  stu- 
dents and  should  make  them  more  conscientious  about 
class  attendance. 

Another  merited  program  is  the  tuberculosis  control 
that  Dr.  Schmidt  and  her  staff  have  developed  over  the 
past  few  years.  Each  positive  reactor  gets  an  X-ray  each 
year  and  a  close  check  is  kept  on  these  students. 

Her  activeness  extends  outside  her  home  and  the 
Health  Center,  for  she  is  active  in  professional  organiza- 
tions. She  has  been  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Ohio 
College  Health  Association,  president  of  the  Athens  County 
Tuberculosis  and  Health  Assoc,  and  secretary  and  president 
of  Sigma  Xi,  national  scientific  organization.  Dr.  Schmidt 
is  also  past  president  of  the  Athens  County  Medical  Society 
along  with  membership  in  the  American  Medical  Assoc, 
and  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Assoc,  and  the  American 
Collegiate  Health  Assoc. 

Activity  in  community  affairs  includes  membership 
in  the  Athens  Reading  Club,  the  Social  Literary  Club,  the 
Southeast  Ohio  Field  Workers  and  on  the  official  board  of 
the  First  Methodist  Church. 

Dr.  Schmidt  and  her  husband  will  move  to  Arizona 
where  she  plans  to  take  a  semi-active  part  in  medicine. 
They  have  two  daughters;  Mrs.  Keith  MacFadden  in 
Sacramento,  Calif,  and  Frances,  who  is  a  freshman  at 
Stephens  College  in  Columbia,  Mo.

A      C      DENISON 


A  SSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  A.  C.  DENISON,  who  has 

been  a  praticing  architect  for  34  years,  will  continue 
a  modest  practice  in  Cincinnati  after  his  retirement  the 
end  of  this  month. 

After  graduating  from  the  Columbia  School  of  Archi- 
tecture, Mr.  Denison  said  that  he  worked  in  real  estate 
and  construction  in  New  York  because  it  was  the  depres- 
sion and  there  weren't  many  architect  positions  available. 

In  1923  he  went  to  Cincinnati  to  practice  architecture 
and  was  with  various  partnerships  until  1942.  He  then  went 
back  to  the  Navy  (was  in  World  War  I)  and  taught  in  mid- 
shipman schools  and  was  an  academic  aid  to  the  command- 
ing officer. 

From  this  teaching  experience  in  the  Navy  during 
World  War  II,  Mr.  Denison  decided  he  would  like  to 
teach  on  the  college  level.  In  1946  Mr.  Denison  came  to 
Ohio  University  as  a  visiting  lecturer  in  architecture.  Dur- 
ing the  past  14  years  he  has  maintained  his  home  in  Glen- 
dale,  outside  of  C^incinnati,  spending  three  days  a  week  in 
Athens. 

Mr.  Denison  said  that  architecture  is  similar  to  medi- 
cine or  law  in  so  much  as  you  must  constantly  keep  up 
with  the  trends.  By  continuing  his  practice  while  teaching, 
lie  explained  that  he  feels  he  can  bring  more  to  the  students. 

The  Cincinnati  architect  is  the  author  of  Americas 
Maritime  History  and  Letters  of  William  Cooper  Procter, 
late  president  of  Proctor  &  Gamble. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denison  have  made  plans  to  tra\el  to 
Europe  this  fall. 


T^R.  GERALD  T.  WILKINSON  has  been  in  the  rom- 
■^~^  ance  language  department  at  Ohio  U.  for  31  years.  In 
addition  to  his  classroom  duties,  he  prepared  verb  and 
grammer  outlines  in  French,  Italian  and  Spanish,  wrote 
an  introduction  to  romance  philology,  plus  many  other 
articles. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Modern  Language  Teachers 
Association  and  the  American  .Association  of  Teachers  of 
French. 

A  native  of  North  Baltimore,  Ohio.  Dr.  Wilkinson 
was  an  instnictor  in  French  while  earning  his  bachelor's 
degree  at  Wabash  College  in  Indiana.

/^HIO  UNIVERSITY  showed  the  most  well-rounded 
^-^  athletic  program  in  the  Mid-American  Conference  dur- 
ing the   1959-60  school  year. 

Nine  Bobcat  sports  teams  combined  to  win  the  league's 
All-Sports  Trophy  awarded  to  the  conference  school  amass- 
ing the  most  points  based  on  place  of  finish  in  respective 
sports. 

Resting  third  behind  Bowling  Green  and  Miami  going 
into  the  spring  sports  season,  OU  used  two  firsts,  a  third  and 
a  fourth  place  in  baseball,  golf,  tennis  and  track  to  zoom 
ahead  of  the  pack. 

The  final  point  count  by  school  was: 

Ohio  U.  47,  Bowling  Green  45,  Miami  44"/2,  Western 
Michigan  42/2,  Kent  State  31,  Marshall  17^2,  Toledo  17/2. 
Points  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  seven  for  first  place,  six 
for  second  and  .so  on  down  to  one  for  a  seventh  place  finish. 

The  Bobcats  had  first  places  in  baseball  and  golf;  sec- 
ond in  football;  third  in  tennis;  fourth  in  cross  country, 
swimming  and  track,  and  fifth  in  wrestling. 

It's  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  hard  work  put  in  by  the 
fine  array  of  coaches  working  under  the  direction  of  Ath- 
letic Director  Carroll  C.  Widdoes.  Head  men  of  the  above 
sports  are  Bob  Wren,  baseball;  Jim  Snyder,  basketball,  and 
Kermit  Blosser,  golf,  the  champions;  Bill  Hess,  football: 
Fletcher    Gilders,    tennis:    Burch    Oglesby,    cross    country: 


Fletcher  Gilders,  swimming:  Stan  Huntsman,  track,  and 
Fred  Schleicher,  wrestling. 

And  each  of  the  above  is  the  first  to  say  that  it  could 
not  ha\e  been  accomplished  without  the  fine  assistance  of 
his  staff  members  and  members  of  the  respective  teams  who 
put  forth  outstanding  effort  to  make  good  showings. 

But  another  group,  much  larger,  should  also  be  con- 
gratulated for  its  assistance.

And  Peden  Stadium,  with  its  football  and  track  facilities, 
is  less  than  a  block  away. 

Only  athletic  facility  not  in  the  immediate  area  is  the 
natatorium,  across  the  river  and  railroad  tracks  on  Univer- 
sity Terrace. 

Post  Season  Tournaments 

Summarizing  the  1960  Spring  Sports  season  we  find 
two  of  the  teams  participating  in  NCAA  post-season  tourna- 
ments, just  as  the  basketball  team  did. 

The  baseball  squad  was  part  of  the  four-team  setup  at 
St.  Paul,  Minn.,  early  in  June.  Losing  the  first  game  to 
Detroit,  16-2,  the  Bobcats  bounced  back  in  the  second  game 
to  oust  Notre  Dame  from  the  double  elimination  tourna- 
ment with  a  5-4,  10-inning  conquest.  It  was  the  second  time 
in  three  months  that  an  Ohio  University  team  had  knocked 
the  Fighting  Irish  out  of  an  NCAA  tournament.  The  bas- 
ketball team  pulled  the  trick  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  in  March. 

OU  was  eliminated  by  the  Detroit  team  with  a  14-4 
defeat  in  its  third  appearance.  Minnesota  followed  with  a 
5-4  win  over  Detroit  to  win  the  tournament  and  the  right 
to  represent  the  district  in  the  national  finals  at  Omaha. 
Nebr.,  in  mid-June. 

Coach  Bob  Wren's  team  finished  with  a  17-5  record 
and  compiled  an  8-1  mark  to  cop  the  league  title  on  the 
earliest  date  ever,  May  7.  It  marked  Ohio  U.'s  sixth  con- 
ference crown  in  baseball.

A  Surprise  For  Bill

"D  ECORDS  SHOW  THAT  William  H.  Fenzel  has  been 

on  the  faculty  of  Ohio  University  for  42  years  and 
treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association  for  38  years. 

But  records  tell  only  the  skeleton  story  of  a  man  who 
has  devoted  his  career  to  his  alma  mater.  Accompanying  the 
Paul  Revere  bowl,  presented  as  an  Alumni  Day  surprise  to 
Bill  Fenzel,  is  the  gratitude  of  thousands  of  former  students 
who  have  shared  the  benefits  of  his  personal  efforts. 

The  Alumni  Treasurer's  association  with  Ohio  Univer- 
sity began  long  before  he  enrolled  as  a  freshman  in  1913.  In 
looking  back  over  the  years,  former  Alumni  Secretaiy  Clark 
E.  Williams  recalls  that  he  first  remembers  Bill  Fenzel  "as 
an  eighth  grade  student  in  the  University  school,  playing 
piano  for  all  the  classes  to  march  out  of  Ellis  Hall  at  recess." 
Since  that  time,  neither  Clark  Williams  nor  the  present 
Alumni  Secretary  Marty  Hecht  can  remember  a  time  that 
Bill  Fenzel  has  turned  aside  from  the  challenges  of  a  grow- 
ing university  and  its  alumni  organization. 

Students  know  him  as  a  teacher  who  believes  his  first 
duty  is  "to  see  to  it  that  my  students  acquire  knowledge.'" 
They  also  know  that  he  refers  to  activities  outside  as  well 
as  inside  the  classroom. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Campus  Affairs 
Committee,  a  student-faculty  governing  body,  and  ser\ed 
as  a  member  for  many  years.  At  the  present  time  he  is  a 
member  of  the  Fraternity  Affairs  Committee  and  the  Public 
Relations  and  Publications  Committee. 

The  popular  associate  professor  of  accounting  has  al- 
ways maintained  that  a  student  should  find  the  proper 
balance  of  University  interests,  and  should  assume  respon- 
sibility while  he  is  on  the  campus.

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This  feeling  was  one  of  the  reasons  that  lead  him  to 
a  decision  last  year  to  personally  make  available  $26,000 
for  short-term  loans  to  Ohio  University  students.  A  system 
of  low  interest  payments  was  set  up  on  a  sliding  scale  basis 
for  the  loans. 

The  move  came  after  President  John  C.  Baker  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  had  expressed  concern  o\cr  insufficient 
funds  to  meet  a  tremendous  increase  in  loan  requests  Irom 
students. 

Not  only  did  Bill  Fenzel  feel  his  move  would  help 
many  students  in  temporaiy  financial  difficulty,  he  also  be- 
lieved it  would  be  a  chance  for  them  to  "learn  a  great  deal 
by  taking  on  financial  responsibility." 

This  same  encouragement  of  putting  responsibility  and 
integrity  to  early  tests  in  life  has  been  evident  in  his  dedi- 
cated work  with  Torch  Chapter  of  Omicron  Deha  Kappa, 
scholarship-activities  honor  society  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

A  dynamic  teacher,  Bill  Fenzel  takes  great  pride  in  the 
number  of  alumni  who  remember  his  classroom  comments 
and  mention  them  in  letters.  He  maintains  contact  with  an 
amazing  number  of  former  students  and  is  happily  swamped 
with  visitors  during  Homecoming  and  Alumni  Day  week- 
ends. 

A  list  of  his  contributions  to  the  Alumni  Association 
itself  would  fill  pages.  As  treasurer  since  1922,  he  has  been 
overseer  of  the  books  and  financial  advisor  to  the  organi- 
zations through  good  times,  hard  times,  periods  of  adjust- 
ment and  major  reorganizations.  The  hours  he  has  spent 
in  consultation  and  in  meetings  with  alumni  leaders  would 
be  difficult  to  calculate,  but  one  of  the  major  results  can  be 
easily  visualized  by  a  look  at  the  sound  financial  structure 
the  Alumni  Association  enjoys  today. 


Mr.  Fenzel  served  as  auditor  of  Peden  Stadium  during 
its  construction  and  was  treasurer  of  the  Stadium  Fund  for 
10  years.  He  also  was  treasurer  of  the  Ohio  University  Ath- 
letic Association  for  14  years.

He  spent  the  next 
two  years  at  New  York  University,  where  he  received  the 
B.C.S.  degree  in  1917.  He  then  returned  to  Athens  and 
was  awarded  the  A.B.  degree  from  OU  in  1918.  His  gradu- 
ate   work    was    done    at    the    University    of    Chicago. 

The  42  years  he  has  spent  teaching  at  Ohio  University 
make  him  the  senior  member  of  the  faculty,  in  point  of 
service.  Included  in  his  tenure  at  the  University  are  three 
years  —  1951  to  1954  —  as  acting  dean  of  the  College  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Fenzel  is  a  member  of  the  American  Accounting 
Association  and  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors. 

Will  Rogers  once  stated  that  success  is  measured  by 
the  friends  a  man  has.  The  Paul  Revere  bowl,  carrying  with 
it  the  sincere  appreciation  of  Ohio  University  alumni  every- 
where, attests  to  the  fact  that  Bill  Fenzel  is  a  very  successful 
man.

Lucy  Annette  Converse  in  Columbus, 
who  was  a  cousin  to  the  soldiers.  Hence, 
the  title  of  the  novel  is  "Dear  Cousin, 
1861-1865."' 

The  novel  is  now  in  New  York  for 
publication.  It  is  twelve  chapters  long 
with  a  preface  and  epilogue  which 
tells  what  happened  to  the  letter- 
writers  after  the  war.  An  appendix 
gives  a  brief  biography  of  each  of  tlie 
244  persons  mentioned  in  the  book. 
There  is  a  bibliography  and  an  index 
with  607  references. 

The  letters  give  a  first-hand  report 
of  various  aspects  of  some  of  the  big- 
gest battles.  One  of  the  cousins  wrote 
that  only   two  of  the  eight  companies 
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in  his  regiment  were  armed  and  no 
one  had  a  imifomi.  Another  cousin, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  regiment 
that  took  Vicksburg,  wrote  that  they 
did  a  good  deal  of  marching;  marched 
fourteen  days  and  rested  one. 

The  book  ends  with  a  letter  from 
Austin  Z.  Converse,  who  was  19  when 
he  joined  Co.  D.  of  the  40th  Ohio 
Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment.  Austin 
returned  to  his  home  in  Madison 
Coimty  after  the  war  and  became  a 
farmer.  However,  in  1893,  he  moved 
to  Chattanooga  to  become  a  guide  on 
the  Chattanooga-Chickamauga  battle- 
field. The  closing  pages  of  the  book 
are  Austin's  description  of  the  now 
beautiful  landscape. 

Authoress  Donaldy  is  a  1943  Ohio
